No art of record teaches an undergarment comprising a liquid pervious topsheet on top of 
an absorbent core which is atop a liquid impervious backsheet, the article further comprising 
laterally displaced skin contacting sheets spaced above a topsheet in combination with lateral 
liquid-impervious barrier cuffs, the barrier cuffs being disposed between the backsheet and the 
skin contacting sheets.
